Snyder of the Drovers Journal was _ the 
chief speaker and as usaul presented a mix- 
ed discussion that enlightened as well as 
entertained. No other man in America can 
hand out the serious stuff so tactfully sea- 
soned with hilarity that folks would sit all 
night and take it. “Pat” Donohoe, breeder 
of the champion calf of the show “was not 
born an orator” but he certainly has de- 
veloped wonderfully as the years have 
rolled on, for he made one of the finest 
talks that could be imagined, introducing as 
he closed, Cleo Yoder, the feeder and owner 
of the calf, and he did not overlook Cleo’s 
dad. Mr. Munro of Australia, and Dean 
Kildee, who did the judging in the breed 
classes also greeted the Aberdeen-Angus 
fans. Treasurer McGilvray told an interest- 
ing story of his trip to Soctland. 

Following the dinner the room was clear- 
ed and the annual meeting of delegates call- 
ed to order by President Wayland Hopley. 
Roll call disclosed delegates present from 
twenty-four states. Reports were read and 
the election of officers followed. LE. T. 
Davis, of Iowa, was advanced to the presi- 
dency and S. C. Fullerton, of Oklahoma, 
was selected as vice-president. Henry H. 
Jackson, Pine Plains, New York, was elect- 
ed to fill the vacany created through the 
passing of Wm. H. Pew. Five directors 
with terms to expire in 1938 were elected 
as follows: John C. Mills, Kirksville, Mo.; 
L. R. Kershaw, Muskogee, Oklahoma; J. M. 
Tudor, Olin, Iowa; L. E. Laflin, Crab Or- 
chard, Nebraska; G. C. Passmore, Pratt- 
ville, Alabama.

Blackcap Tolan Crowned Female Champion for Second Time 


The International high court for 1935 
convened, rendered judgment, and adjourn- 
ed to the 1936 session. As usual the best 
in all the land assembled to match points 
for these final top honors of the nation. 
The singles were better than usual, per- 
haps this same thing can be said of the 
carlots out in the yards, yes that very thing 
should be said. The yards were packed 
with a strong showing from each of the 
three major beef breeds. The magnificent 
new amphitheatre which had been erected 
with the thought that it would serve Inter- 
national crowds adequately for years to 
come was jammed to capacity with both 
cattle and spectators. The turnstiles brought 
into use new numbers on the adding ma- 
chine wheels that had never before been 
pressed into service. 

Another page has been written into live 
stock history that will stand forever as a 
monument to the accomplishments of an 
ever advancing hoard of live stock minded 
people, inspired as usual by the influx of 
youthful ambitions that will not be satis- 
fied to rest on the laurels of others. Once 
again the colleges and the old time feeders 
were compelled to acknowledge the achieve- 
ment of a country youth, who presented the 


single grand champion bullock over all 
breeds. 

This great honor fell to the lot of Cleo 
Yoder, of Wellman, Iowa, who together 
with his admiring father, and the grand 
champion calf, Pat’s Blue Ribbon, appear 
today on the Journal’s cover page. This 
winning brings to light one of the most in- 
teresting stories of the year. Cleo Yoder 
and his dad are pals in every sense of the 
word. The world bows with them in humble 
reverence for the good mother and wife 
whose untimely passing late last summer 
deprived her of the thrill that only a good 
mother could experience on an occasion of 
this kind—victory for a faithful son. 

This victory was made possible only 
through the accumulated endeavors of 
many of the nation’s greatest Aberdeen- 
Angus enthusiasts and breeders. To paint 
the picture of what is back of this winning 
calf it is necessary to present an extended 
tabulation showing not only the line of 
breeding but the names of the men who 
moulded the type and character of this calf 
down through the generations of his an- 
cestors. Outstanding is the name of P. J. 
“PAT” Donohoe, of Holbrook, Iowa, whose 
heart leaped with joy when the wire came 


to his home announcing that Cleo’s calf had 
been made International grand champion. 
Immediately Pat took the train for Chicago 
to help celebrate the achievement. For 
many years his ambition has been to pro- 
duce an International grand champion. He 
did it, and he swears that he would like to 
do it again. When this stalwart white hair- 
ed son of Erin, his face beaming with 
pride and joy, pushed through the turnstile 
at. the entrance and came down “Aberdeen- 
Angus Alley” in the big show barn the 
world took on new life. 

Analyze this tabulation. Five genera- 
tions in succession on the bull line show 
the name of Pat Donohoe as breeder. Back 
of Elberon 2d is Edinburg bred by Presi- 
dent E. T. Davis and back of Edinburg is 
Elgon bred by Chas. Escher & Son, and El- 
gon was a great son of Imp. Earl Eric of 
Ballindalloch, in our estimation the most 
prepotent sire in his time in America. Es- 
ton of Denison and the great cow Enamma 
were both sired by Earl Eric of Ballindal- 
loch. Thus Ballindalloch through the “Bot- 
na Valley Country” in western Iowa af- 
fords a predominating influence. Another 
potential influence in this tabulation is that 
of the famous Black Woodlawn who made

International grand champion steer, which 
weighed 1050 pounds and sold to Nathan 
Schweitzer Co., Inc., hotel and restaurant 
suppliers at New York City, at $3.00 per 
pound, which together with the winnings 
netted the 19 year old Cleo Yoder nearly 
$4,000.00 for his summer’s work. True to 
the traditional integrity of his forefathers 
to play the game of life on the square, Cleo 
plans to pay his mother’s doctor bills and 
to use the remainder to help put himself 
through college. 

Judge Biggar stated that it had never 
been his pleasure to handle as many good 
cattle at an International show and this 
was his tenth time at Chicago. In all the 
weights in both the Club and the open 
classes there were outstanding individuals 
that failed to make the pay roll, simply 
because there were not enough pay tickets 
to cover the good ones. The Blacks were 
the admiration of the ringside and the way 
the lads searched amongst the breeders and 
exhibitors for prospects for 1936 indicated 
clearly that the Aberdeen-Angus breed has 
a spot in the sun. The Aberdeen-Angus 
groups in the big new arena were wonder- 
ful too. While the Aberdeen-Angus again 
carried away all but two of the open com- 
petition grand championships let it be 
known that the candidates from the other 
breeds were “red hot”, sufficiently so that 
the world famous judge required enough 
time to weigh every point closely from 
ground to muzzle. Our lads are going to 
have to perk up a bit or the reds, whites 
and roans and the beautiful pale faces will 
make it entirely too uncomfortable next 
year. 

It was hard to see those beautiful blacks 
in the Mommsen pens defeated this year 
for they were really wonderful cattle, how- 
ever the fact that the Harmsen white faces 
nosed them out in the finals just goes to 
prove the statement that this was about. the 
keenest quality competition witnessed in 
many years. 

The Breeding Section 

Dean H. H. Kildee, of Iowa State College, 
Ames, Iowa, found a great deal of pleasure 
in hanging the ribbons in the breeding 
classes. He was particularly pleased with 
the quality, type and character of his win- 
ning cattle. It was true, however, in the 
bull section that the standard did not hold 
out to the end of the strings as prominent- 
ly perhaps as in some past shows. There 
was a greater variance between the tops 
and the bottoms of the classes than usual. 
That, however, is not intended as criticism, 
for in the main, the difference could have 
been largely overcome through better fitt- 
ing and presentation. The variance per- 
haps should not be mentioned, however the 
object is to impress if possible the impor- 
tance of sticking closer to type and quality. 
A little more depth and thickness in the 
twist will help a lot. Our contemporary 
breeds are checking carefully in this re- 
spect and the improvement is decidedly in 
evidence this season. 

The bull parade opened with a set of 
eight aged bulls which was headed up by 
Eileenmere 73d a son of Eileenmere 32d 
shown by J. Garrett Tolan; next to him 
stood Elliott Brown’s entry, Beau of St. 
Albans, a son of Emulous; and at third was 
Barbarian of Rosemere 74th, a son of Prize- 
mere 32d, shown by Congdon & Battles; 
fourth ticket was drawn by Prideric of 
Briarcliff by Black Revolution Marshall, 
shown by Briarcliff Farms. There had been 
some speculation as to the outcome in this 
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However, when the judge had fin- 

ished, everyone seemed well pleased. 
When the nine two year olds had strutted 

before the judge and were headed in at the 


class. 


rail, the story ran like this: Tolan had 
scored again, this time with Hileenmere 85th 
by the same sire. This is a compact, lowset 
bull that had been a consistent grand cham- 
pion throughout the season, however he 
bumped into some pretty tough competition 
on this occasion for next to him stood Briar- 
cliff Mariner by Eventuation of Page who 
really made the grand champion to be look 
well to his station. Marshall Farms showed 
Revemere of Wheatland, a son of Revolu- 
tion 41st for third place and Ames Planta- 
tion held fourth with Ames Plantation El- 
mour, a son of Ames Plantation Pal; while 
Elliott Brown showed Blackcap Revolution 
B. 3d by Revolution 37th for fifth place. 

Nine senior yearlings made a very choice 
showing. This class was headed by Ames 
Plantation Dixie Boy, a son of Ames Plan- 
tation Babsmere, shown by Ames Planta- 
tion; Tolan was runnerup in this class with 
another son of Eileenmere 32d, this time it 
was LEileenmere 87th. Marshall Farms 
stood third with Buccaneer of Blackbriar by 
Braircliff Burgomaster 9th; fourth fell to 
Briarcliff Guardian 2d, a son of Revolution 
of Page 2d, and fifth was held by Congdon 
& Battles showing Blackcapmere 113th by 
Eileenmere 61st. 

There were eleven junior yearlings out 
and they were a good set. It was for 
Hollinger of Kansas to win this class with 
Revemere of Wheatland 11th, another son 
of Revolution 41st. Marshall Farms placed 
second with Blackcap B. J. 2d by Blackcap 
B. J.; and Elliott Brown was third with 
Envious Blackcap by Envious Marshall 3d. 
Fourth went to Hopley Farms, showing Bar 
Quality 2d by Bar Quality. Edwards Bro- 
thers of Canada placed Anoka Bandolier 2d 
by Blackbird Bandolier of Page in fifth pos- 
ition. 

The Oklahoma A. & M. College came for- 
ward in the group of eleven summer yearl- 
ings, heading the class with their champion 
calf, Master Page, a son of Evascus of 
Page, who was good enough to go along 
for the junior championship and reserve 
grand champion ticket. Congdon & Battles 
had the runnerup here in Prizemere 364th 
by Queenmere 70th. Hopley sent his good 
calf, Barmar Quality Again by Barmar 
Quality, into third position and fourth went 
to the Hanna Stock Farms who showed 
Black Ruler of Bordulac by Revolution of 
Page 43d. Tolan scored fifth in this class 
with Eileenmere 122d by Eileenmere 32d. 

The senior calf class of sixteen lively 
youngsters was headed up by Braircliff 
Farms sowing Briarcliff Enchanter 3d by 
Barbara’s Ensign. Wm. E. Scripps was the 
contender in this case, showing Black Ban- 
dolier of Anoka for second. Edwards Bro- 
thers led in for third, showing Bandolier of 
Anoka 6th by Blackbird Bandolier of Page. 
Revolution Admiral by General! Revolution 
placed fourth for Marshall Farms; and St. 
Albans Farms held fifth place with Emulate 
19th of St. Albans by Emulous. 

It was a battle royal when the eleven un- 
ruly junicr calves pulled and tugged at the 
halters while the judge gave them a gong 
over. Quality Marshall 3d scored in this 
string when his son, Eston of Quality, went 
to the top for Hopley. Hanna made a decid- 
edly strong bid for top place with Brigadier 
of Bordulac, another son of Revolution of 
Page 43d, but remained at second. Next to 
him stood Ames Plantation Belman’s Beau, 
a son of Belman 2d shown by Ames Planta- 
tion. Fourth went to the same farm show- 
ing Ames Plantation Bonny Pal, a son of

Briarcliff Barbara 20th by Revolution of 
Page 2d for third. Blackberry 59th by 
Eileenmere 32d stood fourth for Tolan and 
fifth went to Elliott Brown showing Even- 
ing Erica 15th by Envious Marshall 3d. 

When the sixteen senior yearlings formed 
a circle for their walk about Judge Kildee, 
a gentleman hanging on the rail was heard 
to remark: “Well, those blacks won’t have 
to worry about having cow classes for 1936, 
for those babies will look plenty good by 
next year.” The order was for Briarcliff 
to take the lead with Briarcliff Primrose 
15th, a handsome daughter of Envidon of 
Glencarnock; she was followed by Ames 
Plantation Erita’s Pride, a daughter of the 
twice Reserve International champion Ames 
Plantation Pal, shown by Ames Plantation; 
Marshall Farms placed Chimera of Wheat- 
land 4th, one of the famous group of “Chi- 
mera” daughters of Revolution 41st in third 
place; Briarcliff scored a second t'me in 
this class when Evening Chimes 3d_ by 
Prizemere 102d dropped into fourth posi- 
tion; young Bobbie Cresap brought Perfec- 
tion B. 2d by Black Enecho 2d in for fifth 
place while still others down the line were 
plenty good. 

The fifteen junior yearlings looked like 
they might have been all out of one herd 
and by the same sire—but they were not. 
They represented almost as many states. A 
gentleman who always sits quietly upon the 
seats and watches the entire Aberdeen-An- 
gus showing was in his place again this 
year. The group gave him a thrill for he 
was heard to say: “That picture makes me 
feel like I could easily give $15,000.00 for 
the group.” And he really meant it. There 
is International grand championship mater- 
ial in this set and no mistake. It was for 
Ames Plantation to lead off this time, and 
it was Ames Plantation Black Lassie an- 
other daughter of the great bull Ames 
Plantation Pal; it was for Ontario to be 
the runnerup on this occasion, for Edwards 
Brothers placed second with Ebonessa of 
Don Head by Etheric of Nesbithill; Bobbie 
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i sweet little heifer Barbara’s 
Grosap ft Earl Marshall 28th snuggly 
into third place. Wm. E. Scripps present- 
d a beautifully turned little lady, Keep- 
i ke Lady 2d by Bandolier of Anoka for 
the fourth ticket and fifth went to Cong- 
don & Battles showing Barbara of Rose- 
mere 144th a daughter of Eileenmere 61st. 
What a show the twenty summer year- 
lings made. They were beautiful things, 
balance, poise, quality, type and conforma- 
tion wrapped in every black hide. Ames 
Plantation clicked again when they led to 
the top with Ames Plantation Babbette 2d 
also by Ames Plantation Pal. Her contend- 
er was found in Elliott Brown's Blackcap 
Lassie B. 14th by Envious Marshall 3d, who 
planted herself between the Ames Planta- 
tion entries. At her left stood Ames Plan- 
tation Pharest Babs by Ames Plantation 
Babsmere. Eloquent Lady another daugh- 
ter of Bandolier of Anoka scored in fourth 
for Mr. Scripps. Robert Cresap took away 
the fifth ticket with Blackbird 14th of St. 
Albans, by Eroica of St. Albans. The win- 
ner in this class was made junior and re- 
serve grand champion female of the show. 
The eleven senior heifer calves were a 
very promising set too. _This group was 
headed by Blackcap Bessie of Anoka who 
is a daughter of Blackbird Bandolier of 
Page, and was shown by Edwards Brothers. 
She had to defeat Rita M. a daughter of 
General Revolution shown by Marshall 
Farms while Briarcliff Queen 29th by Bri- 
arcliff Protestor placed third for Briarcliff 
Farms. Ames Plantation Babsmere sired 
the fourth prize winner Ames Plantation 
Ernesta shown by Ames Plantation. Quality 
Marshall 3d scored again when his daugh- 
ter Miss Burgess Hopley 5th drew the fifth 
position for Hopley Farms.

CANADIAN RECIPROCAL 
TRADE AGREEMENT. 


(Note: The Following leading editorial in 
the December issue of the AMERICAN 
CATTLE PRODUCER, published at Denver, 
expresses exactly the Journal’s sentiments 
with regard to the Canadian Tariff pact re- 
cently entered into by the United States, 
and is presented with apologies to the pub- 
lishers.—Editor.) 


After months of effort, Secretary Hull 
has announced the consummation of a 
trade agreement with Canada, effective 
January 1, 1936. Substantial tariff reduc- 
tions are made by the United States on 
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many of the principal agricultural products 
produced in Canada in excess of domestic 
requirements, apparently without regard to 
the effect that such imports will have in 
this country. In return, Canada grants some 


“chicken feed” reductions on fruits and 
vegetables of minor concern to the agricul- 
tural industry of this country, the main 
cencessions being on automobiles, machin- 
ery, and manufactured articles. In other 
words, American agriculture is asked to ac- 
cept added competition in order to facilitate 
the export of industrial products—a step 
backward in tariff-making, and an increase, 
instead of a decrease in the disparity that 
has always existed between agriculture and 
industry, so far as tariff protection is con- 
cerned. It was this long-time disparity, 
more than anything else, which brought 
American agriculture to the brink of disas- 
ter. 

A storm of protest, nationwide, has met 
the announcement of the agreement. The 
drought cattle purchase program was hail- 
ed as a godsend in disposing of surplus 
cattle. It does not seem to make sense to 
spend more than $100,000,000 to bring sup- 
plies in line with demand, and then cut the 
tariff again to increase the supply. Cattle- 
producers are wondering what President 
Roosevelt meant last August when he as- 
sured a delegation of western Congressmen 
that no action would be taken in the Can- 
adian agreement that would prevent the 
restoration and maintenance of parity 
prices. The cattle price on October 15 
was only 95 per cent of parity. Dairy 
producers, with their products selling at 
about 75 to 80 per cent of parity prices on 
that date—urged to sell all cows infected 
with Bang’s disease as the best method 
available to reduce production and hence 
restore prices—are appalled at letting the 
bars down on both dairy cows and cream. 
Potato-growers, in desperation over low 
prices, urged Congress last summer to 
adopt a drastic control act. Now they are 
informed that the tariff is to be reduced 
on seed potatoes so that we can produce 
larger and better crops. Hay-growers of 
the northeastern section of the United States 
with the largest crop in years, are handed 
a $2 cut in the tariff, and will have added 
and very unwelcome competition. Maple 
sugar is to be sweeter, with the tariff re- 
duced from 6 to 4 cents a pound. Many 
other agricultural items are similarly fav- 
ored. It has been aptly referred to as a 
sample of the much advertised “more abun- 
dant life’—for the Canadians. 


For the cattle industry—with a cut of 1 
cent a pound on cattle weighing 700 pounds 
or more, and a quota of 155,000 head on 
that class; a like cut on calves weighing 
less than 175 pounds, with a quota of 52,- 
000 head; and a reduction on dairy cows of 
1% cents a pound, with a quota of 20,000 
head—an increase in imports of more than 
50 per cent over recent heavy runs is in- 
dicated. For the first eight months of 198 
our imports from Canada were approxim- 
ately 4,000 head. For the same period in 
1935 they were approximately 92,000 head, 
or at the rate of 138,000 head per annum. 
The agreement encourages the importation 
of 227,000 head per annum. The damage 
to the American industry will be greatest 
when increased supplies force prices to low- 
er levels, as in 1934. The old rates were 
effective then. They provided protection 
when it was most needed. The new rates 
will encourage competition when it will do 
the greatest harm. That a small surplus— 


a mere fraction of a season’s entire run— 
can disastrously lower prices has been too *

The agreement is_ predicated 
theory that trade with Canada will be - 
stored to the 1930 level. That theory over- 
looks the British Dominion agreement en- 
tered into in 1932, which cemented relations 
between the various Dominions. Canada 
has made a good bargain with us. She 
can now dispose of her surplus in the Un- 
ited States, whether we need it or not. But 
who for a minute thinks that she will not 
continue to favor other British Dominions 
with her trade, whenever and wherever pos- 
sible? Protests of the stockman, the dairy- 
man, and the farmer are being joined by 
those of the lumberman of the Northwest 
likewise hit below the belt. Already it is 
indicated that some of these groups may 
join the Florida Agricultural Tariff Asso- 
ciation, concerned over the working of the 
Cuban agreement, in a test of the constitu- 
tionality of the Reciprocal Trade Act. An 
effort quicker to repeal it will no doubt soon 
follow the opening of Congress in January. 

The American Cattle Producer ventures 
to predict that the Canadian agreement will 
not long remain in force. Secretly arrived 
at, with only farcial opportunity given Am- 
erican producers to appear in their own in- 
terest, and with our official cabinet repre- 
sentative an ardent advocate of foreign 
trade, American agriculture will rise up 
and demand that the American market be 
preserved for the American producer, and 
that the declared purpose of Congress in 
passing the Agricultural Adjustment Act— 
namely, to restore purchasing power by the 
maintenance of parity prices—shall not be 
cast aside in order to increase the manu- 
facture and export of industrial products. 

Strenuous efforts have been made by var- 
ious cabinet members to answer the storm 
of criticism. Secretary Wallace, with his 
typical intolerance for anyone who disa- 
grees with him, classes all objectors as 
“enemies of agriculture,” or victims of such 
enemies; but it has yet to be demonstrated 
that lower prices bring increased prosperity 
to producers; and lower tariffs certainly 
mean lower prices. We cannot long con- 
tinue to restrict production with one hand, 
and let down tariff bars with the other.

Wins Grand Champion Steer at Louisville 


The Garrard county 4-H Club again car- 
ried off most of the honors at the 14th An- 
nual Fat Cattle Show held at the Bourbon 
Stock Yards, Louisville, last week, as Miss 
James (Jimmie) Charlotte Sanders, 16 year 
old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J. I. Sanders, 
Dixie Stock Farm, won the grand cham- 
pionship with her Aberdeen-Angus calf and 
the Garrard county contingent won the 
grand championship carlot award. 

This is the eleventh time in 12 years that 
the show has been held that the Garrard 
county club won the carload grand cham- 
pionship and the sixth time that a Garrard 
county calf was the grand champion single 
animal. It brought exactly $1.00 per pound 
at the auction sale following the show, being 
purchased by The Kentucky Hotel, Louis- 
ville. The weight was 830 pounds. In addi- 
tion to the $830 in sale price Miss Sanders 
won more than $200 in cash prizes. 

The Louisville Show is now recognized 
as one of the premier fat cattle shows of 
the United States and Canada. A number 
of other awards were won by members of 
the Garrard county club. The show at- 
tracted 700 4-H club cattle from 34 coun- 
ties. 

The best Aberdeen-Angus calf, of course, 
was owned by Miss James Charlotte San- 
ders of Garrard county, who, by winning 
the grand championship, becomes the state 
champion 4-H calf club member and also 
wins a trip to Chicago. 

A feature of the show was the ring for 
calves raised and fed by 4-H club members 
from cows owned by them. One hundred 
and two calves were entered in this ring. 
Miss Sanders won first and third, and Gil- 
bert Wilson, also of Garrard county, second 
in this class. 

The cattle sold well at the auction follow- 
ing the show. The grand champion calf 


brought $1 a pound, compared to 40 cents a 
pound paid for the grand champion calf at 
the Baltimore fat cattle show last month. 

The grand champion carload from Gar- 
rard county, superbly fitted Aberdeen-An- 
gus, brought 16 cents a pound, going to the 
Klarer Provision company, Louisville. 

“Jimmie” Sanders showed five calves in 
1935, they cost $336.65 and won in addition 
to the silver trophy, premiums to the 
amount of $227.40, and sold for $1240.27, 
netting a total income of $1467.67. The 1935 
steer was champion not only of the 4-H 
club section but grand champion of the en- 
tire show with 2300 steers competing. She 
also had first and third in breeders class 
and another of the Dixie Stock Farm steers 
shown by James Wilson stood second in 
class. She had two steers in the ring of 
five best steers of the show; two steers in 
the grand champion carlot. 

At the 1935 4-H club show held at Lex- 
ington, Kentucky, she had first and second 
in the singles; the three best steers of the 
show; grand champion steer of the show; 
and won $27.50 in premiums and a silver 
trophy. : 

In 1934 she had five calves at a cost price 
of $236.36 that sold for $576.77, won a 
silver trophy and a trip to Chicago as well 
as $196.95 in cash. A total cash winning of 
$773.72. It was her’s to have the grand 
champion calf of the 4-H club show at 
Louisville; first and second in the singles; 
four calves in the group of five best steers 
in the sow and five calves in the champion 
carlot. 

Garrard county has made twelve shows 
at the Louisville Fat Cattle Show and won 
eleven grand cahmpion carloads; five re- 
serve grand champion carloads and six 
grand champion single steers; seven re- 
serve grand champion single steers.

The officers and directors of the Associa- 
tion extend the Season’s Greetings to all 
the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle and 
wish each and every one A Happy and 
Prosperous New Year. ; 

The year 1935 has been another import- 
ant milestone in the development of Aber- 
deen-Angus interest in the United States. 
There has been a marked revival of interest 
in the breed and new laurels have been won 
to be added to the marvelous record made 
in the past. Many new herds have been 
established during the past year, creating 
a broader outlet for breeding cattle than 
has prevailed for some time. The Associa- 
tion has had one of the best years since its 
organization in 1883. The total net revenue 
at the close of the year was the largest in 
the history of the Association. The finan- 
ces of the Association are in the best con- 
dition of any time since the world war 
period. 

Registration, transfers and new members 
received, which are the life blood of the 
Association, were the largest in more than 
a decade. Registrations increased 77 per 
cent; transfers increased 60 per cent and 
new members 82 per cent over 1934. 

The breed again made a very remarkable 
record in the leading shows of the country. 
In interbreed competition the breed won ov- 
er 75 per cent of all the grand champion- 
ships in the 4-H club division, in single 
steers in open competition, in the carload 
lots of fat cattle and in the carcass con- 


tests. These laurels were not won without 
the keenest competition experienced in 
years. Aberdeen-Angus entries were the 


most outstanding and presented in the most 
perfect condition in the history of show 
ring experience in America. The thanks of 
all the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in America are due the 4-H club boys and 
girls and all adult exhibitors who so gal- 
lantly upheld the Aberdeen-Angus banner 
uring the year. 

Prices received for breeding cattle at 
public auction and at private treaty have 


‘proved very materially over 1934. The 
For MONTH of JANUARY, 1936 


1,249 cattle sold at public auction during 
1934 averaged $134.50 per head, compared 
with $109.00 for cattle sold at public auc- 
tion in 1934. The bulls sold in these auc- 
tions averaged $160.00 per head and the 
females $124.00 per head. A large number 
of the cattle offered in these public sales 
were cattle under a year old. 

Another indication of improved activity 
in the breed during the year is the larg- 
er number of breeders recording twenty- 
five or more cattle during the year. In 
1934 there were 62 breeders who recorded 
twenty-five or more cattle, while in 1935 
one hundred and twenty-six names were on 
this list. 

All members of the Association will be 
interested in the new schedule of fees for 
recording cattle by members of the Asso- 
ciation after January 1st. It was felt that 
because of the improved financial condition 
of the Association and the possible increase 
in volume of business that an adjustment 
of rates might be made for the benefit of 
the breeders. Notice concerning this change 
in registration fees has been mailed to all 
the members. Same are repeated here, 
however. The following rates will prevail: 
For cattle under 9 months of age, $1.50; 
for cattle 9 to 15 months, $2.50, and for 
cattle 15 to 24 months, $4.00. Cattle over 
24 months will be accepted at a fee of $5.00 
each, if approved. 

Volume 40 of the herd book has been 
completed during the year and is now avail- 
able at $3.00 per volume, postpaid. Numer- 
ous requests have been received from mem- 
bers during the year for copies of some of 
the later volumes of the herd book that 
were destroyed during the Stock Yards fire 
and are not available at present. It may be 
possible to have reprints made of some of 
these later volumes if there is enough de- 
mand to justify going to the expense in- 
volved. We find that the cost of making 
reprints of the herd book without including 
the breeders index will be $7.00 per volume 
if only 100 copies are ordered. If 200 copies 
can be ordered the cost can be reduced to 


$4.00 per volume. If you have a set of 
herd books and are intested in securing 
missing volumes to complete your set, let 
us know which volumes you need and if you 
are willing to pay the above mentioned 
price for the missing volumes. We can only 
go to the expense of having these volumes 
printed if we get sufficient response to this 
inquiry to absorb most of the books that 
will be printed. We, therefore, request that 
you let us know at once what volumes are 
missing from your set and the number 
that you will take. 

_ The total income for the Association dur- 
ing the year from registration and transfer 
fees, membership fees, interest on invest- 
ments and from miscellaneous sources was 
$60,473.85, the largest total income in more 
than a decade. Expenditures were $34,- 
769.76, leaving a net balance for the year of 
$25,704.09. This amount has been added to 
the surplus, making the total net book value 
of the assets of the Association at the end 
of the year, $69,456.72. 

_ The Association office has been reorgan- 
ized since getting into the new quarters 
following the Stock Yards fire of 1933. All 
new modern equipment has been purchased 
and installed. Changes have been made in 
the system of handling the work in the of- 
fice and keeping the records. These changes 
have made it possible to render prompter 
and more efficient service and has reduced 
the cost of operating expenses. Due to the 
changes inaugurated by the secretary the 
office has been able to carry out a 75 per 
cent increase in business with a 20 per cent 
increase in staff. 

The Association is in a position to take 
care of all work promptly. If for any rea- 
son it is necessary to have certificates of 
registry and transfer by return mail, please 
mark the application “Rush” and every ef- 
fort will be made to issue the certificates 
the same day the applications are received. 
Unless the work is marked “Rush” it will 
take from a week to ten days for work to 
clear through the office except through a 
busy period as “International time.” 

Please do not send currency in an unreg- 
istered letter, because there is no way to 
trace it if lost. Send all remittances by 
check, bank draft or money order or cur- 
rency by registered mail. 

We can always use to advantage for pub- 
licity purposes, photographs of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, news items or stories about 
unusual accomplishments. If you have any 
material of this nature we will be pleased 
to have you send same to the office. 

Every new breeder of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle should become a member of the As- 
sociation. Our members can help in secur- 
ing new members by urging a new buyer to 
join the Association. Some of our members 
have helped very materially in this respect 
by asking a new buyer to fill out an appli- 
cation for membership blank when purchas- 
ing cattle. If you are in need of applica- 
tion blanks, these will be mailed upon re- 
quest. With your help we can very mater- 
ially increase the number of new members 
for 1936 over the number secured in 1935. 

Please remember that this is your Asso- 
ciation. We are always ready to give in- 
formation to our members and prospective 
buyers. We are all interested in one com- 
mon cause, namely, “More and better Aber- 
deen-Angus.” 

In closing may we take this opportunity 
to thank all the members for their splendid 
co-operation and support during 1935.

A severe cold snap following without 
warning upon the heels of a very wet spell 
over in the vicinity of Victor, Iowa, left the 
roads and the yards at the Brothersen farm 
in rather bad condition for speedy travel or 
comfort.
